Several of 
the most prominent colored men of the dis- 
trict have been interviewed, and have given 
their opinions as to the moral effect of the 
decision. Naturally a majority of them ex- 
press regret that the supreme court has ren- 
dered such a and are inclined 
to regard it an obstacle 
the progress the colored 
race.

most unfortunate decision. one waich will 
carry the county backwards fifteen years; also 
that it does not reflect the sentiment of the 
people of the United States, and is a revival 
of the theory of states rights.

THE BUSINESS WORLD. 


Falitvre of Zembrona & Ce., 
Mexico. 

GALVESTON, October 16.--A special to the 
News from Laredo says: <A great sensation 
has been caused here by the announcement of 
the suspension at Monterey of the great firm 
of Zembrona & Co., one of the oldest and 
wealthiest houses in northern Mexico. Their 
liabilities are placed at $800,000. The effect 
of the failure on northern Mexico can only be 
compared to that of Jay Gould in the United 
States. The firm of Zembrona & Co., is re- 
ported composed of Zembrona, Gonzales, 
Trevyinet and Governor Madier. Their business 
outside of merchandise has extended large- 
ly into the purchase of valuable estates and 
includes many of the largest and finest 
haciendas in Mexico. The immediate cause 
of the suspension is said to be the presenta- 
tion for payment of two obligations amount- 
ing in the aggregate to one hundred thousand 
do}lars, which could not be cashed without 
several days delay. The creditors refused to 
grant the delay, and the paper went to pro- 
test. This produced a panic, and a run was 
at once commenced on the house by its 
smaller creditors, which resulted in the firm 
closing its doors. Itissate to say tbat. the 
suspension will be only temporary. George 
W. Frank and Company, of San Antonio, 
Texas, are said to be among the heaviest 
creditors. 

A dispatch to the News from Cuerv says: 
A.W. Evans, dealer in dry goods and gro- 
ceries, has suspended. Liabilities, $160,000; 
assets, nominally, $19,000. 

New York, October 16.—Adler Bros. and 
Newbaner, wholesale dry goods dealers, 36% 
Broadway, assigned to-day, giving preferences 
amounting to $162,110. 

OF INTEREST TO INSOLVENT BANKS. 

Trenton, N. J., October 16.—Among the 
numerous opinions by Chancellor Runyon at 
the opening of the October term of the chan- 
cery court to-day was one of interest aflecting 
otticials of insolvent banks. It was in the suit 
of Ackerman vs. Halsey et al. The 
suit was brought by the stockholders of the 
defunct Mechanics bank of New York, against 
the president and directors of the bank, for 
neglect and mismanagement of their official 
duties, whereby the bank was ruined through 
the cashier’s abstraction and misappropria 
tion of the bank’s funds. The opinion held 
that the matter was within the 
jurisdiction of the . court, and 
that the bank oflicials were personally 
liable in equity for the failure and neglect 
to discharge their duties, and that when a 
corporation is insolvent, and the receiver re- 
fuses to bring suit, the stockholders may 
maintain it. The demurrer of the defendants 
was overruled. ‘This opinioa will enable the 
stockholders to bring suit to recover the 
amount oftheir losses by the bank officials.

Death March of Carolina’s Dead 
Through Virginia. 

NorFoLk, Va., October 16.—The remains 
of the southern soldiers recently disinterred 
at Arlington, arrived here this morning 
from Alexandria, and were taken to Raleigh, 
under the escort of detachments from the mil- 
itary companies of this city and Portsmouth. 
Minute guns were fired from the time the 
steamer came in sight until the remains were 
transferred to thecars. Flags in the city and 
harbor were at half-mast, bells tolled and 
hundreds of ex confederate veterans were in 
line in civic and military procession. Floral 
offerings were profuse, and the ladies memo 
rial association, of Portsmouth, formed ina 
procession, when the remains reached that 
city.

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 

The story that the letter told was a weird 
romance. ‘Thirty years ago Mrs. Ashbrooke’s 
father, Henry Deven, was the American con- 
sul at Rio Janeiro, Brazil. He had in his 
employ as confidential clerk or agent George 
W. Anderson, who had been born in Penn- 
sylyania ane drifted toSouth America. Mr. 
Deven had been living in Brazil for many 
years and had acquired a large estate. Two 
daughters were born to him there. Before 
the one who afterward became Mrs Asb- 
brooke was born his wife sailed for home and 
his latest child first saw the light onshipboard. 
Mrs. Deven had not been at home a month 
when she received advices that ber husband 
was dead. He had been sick fora few days 
only. When his affairs were settled up a 
large amount of money was found to be miss- 
ing. 1t could not be traced, nor the amount 
definitely determined, though it was known 
that a few days before his death Mr. Deven 
had a great deal of money in cash on hand. 
Legal inguiry was made, but without result. 
The estate was sold out, and the matter for- 
gotten. Mrs. Ashbrooke heard of it in 
childhood, but it left her mind years ago. 
She heard no more of it again until the let- 
ter from Australia came. The letter recalled 
it all, and cleared up the mystery. 

THE WANDERER’S LIFE. 

The lawyers wrote that they had been sol- 
icitors of George W. Anderson, who had 
died in March of this yearin a hospital at 
Melbourne. He had confessed when dying 
that he had embezzled $42,000 intr to 
him by Consul Deyen. After Mr. Deven's 
death his faithless agent wandered restlessly 
over the earth. He wound up: in Australia. 
He had gone into the gold diggings 
and made a large. fortune and lost 
it. He had after that become 
the owner ot an extensive sheep ranch He 
grew rich again rapidly, but lost heavily in 
speculations. At last he went into trade. He 
made meney more slowly now, but kept what 
he earned and put by thousands. Age and 
privation and the wear of wandering, how- 
ever, broke down his health. Henever mar- 
ried,and was almost friendless in a far-off 
land; He grew so weak and ill that he was 
forced against his own desire to enter a hos- 
pital. His nurse here was a sister of charity. 
She was an Englishwoman, who had traveled 
much upon her mission in other lands. She 
was the embodiment of cheerful meekness. 
She talked freely and hopefully with her 
white haired patient of life on earth and the 
life beyond the grave. She seemed to him, 
the solicitors wrote, to be the only friend that 
he had ever known. He watched herwander 
in her black gown and wide, white bonnet 
among the sick beds until his old eyes grew 
weary. He asked her what made her so cheer- 
fulamid her wearisome tasks, and she an- 
swered faith and hope. He added charity. 
Sheawakened in him thoughts of home, 

IN THE CONFESSIONAL, 

At his own desire aclergyman was called 
to his beside after a time, and he was baptized 
into the communion of the Roman Catholic 
church. In telling of his faults the embezzle- 
ment df thirty years ago founda place. The 
priest told him that-no forgiveness could be 
had for such asin until ne had made restitu- 
sion so far as lay in his power. No matter 
how old thecrime, the spiritual director said, 
reparation must be done. If the man from 
whom the money had been taken were dead, 
his children, if living, were, as his natural 
heirs, entitled to the money. The penitent, 
full of zeal, said that he would do every thing 
required, He had a deed of trust drawn up, 
dividing $75,000 among the children of the 
man whom he had wronged. Two men dur- 
ing his life had learned of the embezzlement, 
but had never spoken. He required, as a 


} condition precedent to the payment of the 


money under the trust, that the fact of the 
restitution be published, so that he might 
stand confessed before the world, and his 
memory be cleared before those men. A few 
days after everything had been arranged he 
died, and hissolicitors in carrying cut his 
wishes wrote to Mrs, Ashbrooke. 

THE FINAL REPARATION. 

‘‘Indeed,’’ said Mrs. Ashbrooke, at the 
Girard house, ‘‘Il,was surprised when [ re- 
ceived that strange letter. My mother, | 
know, had corresponded with Mr. Anderson 
after he left Brazil, though she never sus- 
pected that he had wronged us. He has 
kept track of us in that way, no doubt, 
though the correspondence dropped long ago. 
It will be necessary before I can come into the 
trust to prove my identity, as I was born after 
my mother had left Brazil, Ineversaw himand 
he never saw—indeed, hardly knew of—me. 
There were only three children altogether, 
my two sisters and myself, and Mr. Anderson 
had known the others personally; but he 
wished to do justice among us all. Of course, 
I shall take the necessary legal steps at once 
toshow wholam. The solicitors naturally 
require that everything be done in regular 
order. I have not seen the deed, and I do 
not know exactly where the property is. The 
chief points of the instrument, however, 
have been .made clear to me, and 

do not apprehend any difti- 
culty. Mr. Anderson’s will, I learn, has been 
placed on the file in Melbourne, I should not 
speak of the matter at all, except that it 
seems to have been his wish. But be kind to 
his memory. Do notsay more than is neces- 
sary. Poor man! How thorough must his 
conversion have been, how strong his faith, 
tolend him the courage to do these noble 
things!” 

‘‘What becomes of his fortune beyond that 
which he has left to you and your sisters?” 

‘Beyond that? There was no more. He 
gave up everything for justice’s sake.”’

DROWNING HERSELF IN DEBSPAIR. 


Tie vil Done by an Indecent Ballad in a Girls’ 
Schoo. 

TRENTON, N. J., October 16.—-This forenoon 
the body of a young colored girl, Mamie 
Gordon, age 15, was iound in the Delaware 
river, at the foot of Fall street. There was at 
first suspicions that she had been the victim 
of an indecent assault and thrown into the 
river, but subsequent developments led to the 
belief that the girljhad committed suicide. 
he Was ascertaige@« that she attenied the 
Centre street ‘public school, and that 
fur ‘several days she had been in a state 
of trepidation, owing to a threat by the prin- 
cipal professor, Thomas M. White, that he 
would inform the parents of several girls who 
were members of a class iu Miss Blair’s room 
of their having had in their possession an in- 
decent parody upon the song ‘Over the Gar- 
den Wall.’’ On Tuesday the improper sheet 
was found by the teacher, and she at once 
handed it to the principal, who made inquiry, 
which resulted in the suspension of several of 
the class. It subsequently turned out that 
the suspended pupils were not the guilty 
ones, and a threat was made that unless the 
offender was informed on the parents of sey- 
eral girls who were suspected would be in- 
formed 

Mamie Gordon, when she returned to her 
home from school on Friday, was exceeding- 
ly nervous, and told her brother, a lad a year 
older, that if Mr. White informed her father 
she would commit suicide. She asked 
whether any letter had been sent to the 
house from the school, and after supper in- 
quired of her brotherif her father had re- 
ceived a note. He said he thought not, and 
after a while she went out, saying: ‘‘I won’t 
stand this any longer. I will drown myself 
or get out of the way.’’ Her brother did not 
heed the threat and thought nothing of it 
until about 10 o’clock, when finding that 
she did not come home, he told his parents 
of the trouble and the threats. The police 
were notified and the morning papers con- 
tained a report of the girl’s disappearance. 

County Physician Lalor, at the request of 
the parents, madean examination of the girl’s 
body when it was found, but discovered no 
evidence of violence, and he is satisfied that 
death resulted from drowning. The gir] was a 
good-locking light mulatto, and was an un- 
usually intelligent and apt scholar. Her fath- 
er is one of the most respectable of the color- 
ed popuiation of Trenton. The affair has 
created much excitement here, and every ef- 


fort is being made to discover who introduced 


the indecent ballad into the school, witha 
view to tracing it to the publisher.

Nev York, October 16.—In a saloon on the 
bowery, kept by Shang Draper, himself a 
barghar, aad his place a thieves’ resort, a fight 
ocetcrét about two o’clock this morning, be 
trveen, John Irving, of Patchen avenue bur- 
glary notoriety, and ‘‘Jack’’ Walch alias ‘‘Jack 
the Mick,’’ one of the accomplices in the rob- 
bery of Jacob Ruppert’s bank messenger two 
years ago. Each shot the other dead at the 
same moment. The affair has caused general 
rejoicing in police circles. Other thieves and 
stragglers who were in the saloon at the time 
of the shooting were arrested. Among them 
was ‘‘Billy’’ Porter, Irving’s ‘‘pal’”’ in his 
crimes and in their escape from Raymond 
Street jail, Brooklin,where they were confined 
for the Patchen avenue burglary. They were 
both drunk and had quarreled over some of 
their business  aftairs, until each at 
the same n.oment drew a revolver and fired 
and each fell dead without drawing a second 
breath. Irving wasshot threugh the brain 
and Walsh through the heart. The only re- 
gret among those who knewthe party seems 
to be that Porter and others of the companions 
of the dead men did not imitate their ex- 
ample. The two dead men have been among 
the boldest criminals in New York for many 
years and have caused the courts and police 
endless trouble, 

The coroner’s examination has developed 
the fact that Irving was the aggressor, and 
that several shots were fired before the 
simultaneous discharge that killed both com- 
batants. The police found in billy Porter's 
pocket, when he was arrested, a revolver, 
three chambers of which were empty. It 
thought from the {act that he participated 
in the shooting. and that it was 
the result of a deliberate plan to 
kill Walsh, who was in the way. It isknown 
that Irving and Walsh, who had been ‘‘pals,’’ 
quarrelled about the division of the plunder 
at one of their robpveries. Several witnesses 
before the coroner swore that, though Porter 
was present at the shooting, he did not par- 
ticipate in it. Porter is held pending tie 
result of the inquest of Friday next. 

SUICIDE OF A MOBILIAN, 

A poorly dressed man, aged about 45, was 
found dead ina room in a cheap lodging 
house in the Bowery. On the table were two 
empty vials, one of which had contained 
laudanum and the other morphine pills. He 
had registered as C. C. Cutler, of Mobile, Ala. 
In the room was found a note reading: ‘‘No- 
tify D. W. Blake, of the Domestic Sewing Ma- 
chine company. He will know how to act. 
Scott.’’ In the dead man’s pocket were found 
twelve pawn tickets.

SABBATH SARCASM.- 
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Arrested for Driving on the 

Sabbath. 
New Haven, Conn., October 16.—A. L. Bab- 
eock, of A. L. Babcock & Co., a rich carriage 
trimming manufacturer of this city, was ar- 
rested to-day while out driving with his wife 
near this city, and accused of breaking the 
Sabbath. The charge is bronght under the 
old ‘‘blue laws’’ enacted in the early part 
of the last century. Mr. Bab- 
cock when arrested was taken to _ the 
farmbouse of Henry Platt in East Haven, 
one of the constables making the arrest, 
There he found nearly a score of other prison- 
ers all in custody for the same offense. The 
ofticers making the arrest acted under the di- 
rection of Grand Juror Thompson, of the 
town of East Haven,to whom complaints had 
been made by residents of the hamlet of 
Foxon, that people from New Haven were 
continually breaking the Sabbath by driving 
through that place, much to the 
annoyance of its good people. 
Nearly all the prisoners were ac- 
companied by their wives or sweethearts, 
who were arrested as participants in the 
crime, and there were loud complaints of ill- 
treatment. They had been crowded tegether 
like so many cattle during the entire after- 
noon ina burn yard, rain falling durinpga 
part of the time. In the evening 
they were arrainged before Jus- 
tice Tuttle, and ail who could _ not 
give security in $25 to appear for examination 
to-morrow afternoon were locked up. No car 
riages were stopped by the officers making 
the arrests. In every instance they took their 
prisoners at a pointon the Foxon road where 
nuts from a group of hickory trees had fallen 
thickly upom the ground.

THE SWITCHMEN’S STRIKE, 


A General Freight Blockade Probable In East &t, 
Louls, 


St. Lovrs, October 16.—It appears that the 
switchmen in East St. Louis did not serve 
formal notice of their action on the officers 
of the companies, but sent unsigned notices 
to station agents of the different roads. The 
men inthe Chicago and Alton yard have 
been getting Chicago wages; but they joined 
the strikers out of sympathy, and say they 
will stand out till the demands of the strk- 
ers are acceded to. The men on this side of 
the riveralso acted out of sympathy with 
the strikers, and they state that they hare 
no grievances, no fault to find with 
their pay. The Ohio and Mississippi road 
being in the hands of a receiver, and under 
the protection of the United States court, 
several United States deputy imarshals $ar- 
rived at East St. Louis last night, from 
Springfield, with instructions from the Uni- 
ted States distwict attorney to arrest every- 
body who avtempts to interfere with tlie 
transactions éf business on the roads. This 
may bavefsa salutary effect on the strikers,and 
indications are that no violence will be re- 
sorted to. Some apprehension is feit that a 
freight blockade may occur at East St. Louis 
as aresult of the strike, but none of the rail- 
roads have as yet refused to receive freight. 
The managers of the railroads have decided 
not to vield to the demands of the strikers er 
tocompromise. They are bringing men from 
the country to filltbe strikers places. The 
strikers are holding secret meetings.

The Walton News gives some further particulars 
of the crime of Henry Curry, in that county. The 
arrest of Curry and the interesting details were 
fully given in THE CONSTITUTION several weeks ago. 
The News says: 

Just one year ago to-day one of 
the most horrible murders ever perpetrated was 
committed in this county, some three miles below 
Social Circle, near the residence 6f Mr. Robert J, 
Green. Henry Curry and Powell Reid were rivals. 
Both were seeking the affections of Caroline Harris, 
a notorious lewd mulatto woman. The twomen met 
at her house on the night of the 17th of October and 
slept together. Aboutsun-up the next morning, 
while Reid was still asleep, Curry got up and struck 
him three terrible blows on the head, each sending 
the ax up to the eye into the skull of the sleeping 
negro. Reid died and Curry made his 
escape. He had threatened the life 
of another negro man, and it was 
through this man that Sheriff Ammons worked in 
order tocapture hisman. A few weeks ago Curry 
came to Atlanta and sent for the woman, Caroline 
Harris, tocome to Atlanta. The sheriff was noti- 
fied of her departure and followed her to Atlanta. 
Curry heard of the sheriff's presence and skipped 
out. Anegro womart in Atlanta, who knew of 
Curry’s flightand his new place of abode, was 
lodged in the city prison forStealing. She told the 
officers if they would help her to get out.of prison 
she would tell them something they wanted to 
know. By close questioning they found out she 
knew where Henry Curty was. Sheriff Ammons 
was sent forand the stealing ease was made up, 

and the woman told him Curry was at Darlington, 
S.C. Thesheriff of that county was telegraphed 
to arrest him, which was promptly done. A 
requisition was obtained for him and_ he 
was promptly and safely escorted to jail in 
Monroe by Sheriff Ammons. At Madison, 
Rutledge and Social Circle large crowds of negroes, 
who knew of bis terrible crime, surrounded the 
sheriff and his prisoner, and were loud in their 
abuse of the guilty man and equally loud in their 
praise of the faithful officer who has thus run down 
and caught one of the worst of criminals, One old 
negro asked for the privilege of tying the knot 
around his neck. Curry confesses his guilt to every- 
one. Hesays he hit him three blows with the ax, 
while asleep, but says Reed threatened to kill him, 
and he thought the best time to kill him was while 
he was asleep. He pleads self-defense, but he will 
never induce twelve jurors of Walton county to 
say by their verdict that anything less than twenty 
minutes’ suspension by the neck shall be the pen- 
alty for such a brutal crime. Jealousy caused the 
erime, and its horrible details only show to what 
depths a depraved negro will go in order to wreak 
his revenge. 

Captain E. G. Barney died very suddenly in 
Eatonton, Ga., last Sunday. He was in Rome a 
few days since and went to Eatonton to visit his 
son who is teaching school at that place, Captain 
Barney has been a large railroad contractor—built 
the road from Blue Mountain to Dalton, and for 
the past ten years has been ,employed in South 
America.

6. One hundred acres Of the land charged 
with the five years’ rent, under the above will, 
were sold before the expiration of that time 
for the payment of the debts of the testatrix;

was a considerable surplus left in the hands’ 
of the executor. The interest of this surplus 
was given to the plaintiff as a compensation 
forthe rent which was lost by reason of the 
sale.

SAVING THE ARCHIVES. 


No &teps Yet Taken to Previde a Place of Securily for 
Them. 

At the recent session of the general assem- 
bly Senator Tom Greer introduced a resolu- 
tion totauthorize the governor to secure asafe 
and suitable place for the storage of all the 
archives of the several depariments of state 
that could be dispensed with in the present 
routine of business. There is a very large 
accumulation of these ancient re- 
cords, preserved with great di fti- 
culty from the remorseless tooth 
of timeand from the destructive torches of 
the enemy in the late war. They lumber up 
the pigeon holes and shelves of the depart- 
ments and are consulted upon the very rarest 
occasions. Senator Greer, with a view to 
giving room in the public offices and provid- 
ing safety for these archives that cannot be 
claimed to exist in the present capital build- 
ing, pressed his resolution to adoption. Gov- 
ernor Mc‘}aniel has approved it and it only 
remains now to properly carry it into effect. 

As yet the governor has not taken any posi- 
tive steps to execute the resolution. He will 
first have to ascertain from the heads of the 
several departments a statement of the num- 
berand character of the archives in their 
offices that can be dispensed with; these will 
bave to be properly labeled and a record made 
of them for ready reference, so that, upon 
eccasion, they may be promptly found and 
readily consulted. 

Avpother difficulty will to be find a suitable 
fire- proof and rat- -proof storage room of con- 
yenient access from the capitol. This will be 
the hardest part of the work of carrying the 
resolution into effect. Governor McDaniel 
may be relied upon to execute its terms with 
care and judgment.
